most drastic laws 
were

Iowa, Minnesota and Nebraska,

a misdemeanor for any one to even

tions. Michigan and Ohio made it a 
misdemeanor for a school officer to 
fall or refuse to carry out the anti-

ADDITION TO WORLD’S METALS 


Find of Extreme Value Is Credited to 
Recent Discovery Made in 
British Columbia. 


A new noble metal has been discov* 


the now recognized elements and per­ 
haps of no small commercial signifi­ 
cance. 
The new metal now found, 
called by the discoverer canadium, 
belongs emphatically to the group of 
noble metals. 
It is found pure in 
semi-crystalline grains and in short 
crystalline rods, and also alloyed with 
metals customarily found In company 
with platinum. It is stated that quan­ 
tities up to three ounces per ton, 
probably 
from 
assay values, 
have 
been found in the rock. 
Its physical 
and chemical properties are interest­ 
ing. 
It has a brilliant white luster, 
does not oxidize in the oxidizing flame 
of the blowpipe, melts at a little lower 
temperature than silver and gold, and 
Is 
somewhat * softer than 
platinum. 
From the chemical standpoint it is 
electronegative to silver, is precipi­ 
tated from its solution by zinc, and ] 
may be separated by cupellation from 
lead. 
It is easily soluble In hydro­ 
chloric and nitric acids, is not pre­ 
cipitated by chlorides or iodides. 
It 
does not tarnish in damp air, sulphu­ 
retted hydrogen or alkaline sulphides. 
This somewhat extraordinary combi­ 
nation of properties raises questions 
of great interest as to the character 
and position of the new metal. 
Its 
easy solubility separates it from the 
known metals which generally accom­ 
pany platinum, and its melting point, 
as stated, is at least 500 degrees C. 
below that of any of the platinum 
group.

HAVE THREE KINDS OF MONEY 


Venezuelan Monetary Standards Must 
Be Extrem ely Puzzlinz to New ­ 
comer and Visitor. 


There are at present, in daily use in 
Venezuela three different systems of 
monetary standards. One is that based 
on the bolivar (equal to 19.3 cents) 
a s 
the unit. 
This is in use by the gov­ 
ernment in its reports and transac­ 
tions and is the official system, if it 
may be so called. 
Quotations in this 
system are in bolivars and centimos, a 
bolivar being divided into 
IOO 
cen­ 
timos, although the smaller coin 
in 
this system has a value of 
5 
cen­ 
timos. 
The second system has the “peso 
fuerte” or “dollar” as its 
unit, 
the 
units being commonly referred to sim­ 
ply as “fuertes.” 
This 
“fuerte” 
is 
taken to be equal to 5 bolivars and to 
bo divided into IOO centavos. 
The third system 
has 
the 
“peso 
macuquina,” usually 
simply 
termed 
“pesos,” as its unit. 
This “peso” has 
a value of 4 bolivars and is considered 
to be equal to 80 centavos, and to 
be divided into 8 reals, while the 
“fuerte” is considered 
to 
have 
IO 
reals. 
Some few of the mercantile houses 
keep their accounts with their custom­ 
ers in “fuertes," but most of the es­ 
tablishments render their bibs in the 
“peso.” 
When accounts kept in the last two 
units ate paid, they are transformed 
into bolivars by manipulating by five 
or four, as the case may be, payments 
being mad*, by Venezuelan currency, 
coined gold and silver on tho bolivar 
basis, or bank notes issued on 
the 
same system, although some foreign 
gold is in general acceptance at con­ 
ventional rates. 
Among the humbler classes making 
their purchases a t the market, an ar­ 
ticle which would be worth 75 centi­ 
mos of a bolivar, or 15 centavos of a 
“fuerte,” will almost 
invariably 
be 
quoted at “a real and a half,” or 
a 
purchase will be actually paid for by 
offering 6 bolivars, 621,4 centimos in 
coin, while the seller has stated tho 
value to be “13*4 reals.”

as to be little better than an apology 
for a veil. 
Many women while in the 
European quarter of the city wore 
the veil flung back over their beads. 
These reforms were not received 
with good grace by the more conserv­ 
ative Turks, who not 
only 
tegard 
their women as without souls, but ob­ 
ject to any exhibition whatever of 
their bodies. 
This profound distrust soon reacted 
on the governm ent and tile Young 
Turks. 
The reform ers 
found 
that 
their tolerant attitude toward their 
women 
folks’ 
aspirations 
was 
strengthening the opposition and es­ 
pecially lending point to the argu­ 
ment that they were not true believ­ 
ers. 
Nothing did more to add to the 
prestige of »he conservative T urks 
than the charge th at the Young Turks 
were no longer good Moslems. 
To vindicate their conformity with 
the teachings of the prophet it was 
necessary for the reform ers tc be­ 
come reactionaries as far as the wo­ 
men were concerned, so orders were 
issued that no Turkish woman was to 
appear in pubMc wearing a th ii veil; 
she must not loiter in front of Euro 
pean shops; and she must not enter 
such places except under special cir­ 
cumstances. 
The women were warned, id short, 
to make themselves as inconspicuous 
as possible in public on pain of arrest 
and punishment. Under this new rule 
several moslem women of evil reputa­ 
tion have been arrested and exiled. 
In consequence of these harsh reg­ 
ulations the women are going more 
heavily veiled than even tinder the 
old regime, bu", as some compensation 
lately they h iv e begun to copy Euro­ 
pean dress in other parts of their at­ 
tire, even their skirts in many cases 
being modeled on the hobble pattern.
